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The  Act  of  July  24,  1919,  making  appropriations  for  the  Tepa-rtment 
of  Agriculture  for  the  fisc?l  ye^r  enc.ing  June  30,  1920,  provides, 
in  part,  as  follows: 

"That  hereafter  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  autho"^ized.  • 
in  his  discretion  to  pay  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Anir:?l 
Industry  employed  in  estaolishi^ents  subject  to  tne  pro- ■ 
visions  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Act  of  Jur^e  30,  1906,  for 
all  overtiTie  ^ork  perforir.ed  at  such  establishnents,  at 
such  ra-tes  s.s  he  rnay  determine,  and  to  accept  from  such 
estaolishments  therein  such  overtime  -"-ork  is  performed  re- 
imbursement for  any  sums  paid  out  by  him  for  such  overtime 
work. " 

The  "^ar  Overtime  Pay  Act  of  194-3,  approved  May  7,  1943  (Public  Ls-v 
No,  49,  76th  Congress),   specifically  provides  tnat: 

"The  provisions  of  this  Act  snail  not  operate  to  prevent 
payment  for  overtime  service  in  accordance  ^ith  .   .  . 
fthel  Act  of  July  24,  1919  (41  Stat.  241;  U.  S.  C.  Title 
7,   Sec.  394),   .   .   .  Provided,   Th?t  the  overtime  service 
covered  by  such  payment  shall  not  also  form  a  basis  for 
overtime  compensation  under  this  Act." 

On  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Memorandun:,  employees  engaged 
in  meat  inspection  ^'^ork  "^ho  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  of  JvCiy 
24,  1919,  shall  be  paid  overtime  compensation  or  additional  compensa- 
tion in  lieu  of  overtime  in  accordance  ^'ith  the  mles  and  procedures 
prescribed  in  Personnel  Circular  to,  130  (Revision  I),  dated  June  5, 
1943,  and  Budget  and  Pirj3.nce  Circular  654,  Revision  I,  dated  May  27, 
1943,  and/ or  an,y  supple.ients  to  or  revisions  of  such  Circulars  which 
may  be  mde  in  the  future. 

The  management  of  an  establishmer t  desiring  to  operate  under  conditions 
Thich  '^ill  req^uire  the  services  of  any  employee  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  ^ho  comes  ^'^ithin  the  scope  of  the  Act  of  July  24,  1919,  on 
Sunday  or  a  holiday  or  for  maore  th-^n  eight  v'orking  hours  of  any  day, 
shall,   sufficiently  in  advance  of  the  period  of  overtime,  request  the 
inspector  in  charge  or  nis  assistant  to  provide  inspection  service 
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during  such  overtime  period  and  shall  reimbjirse  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  for  the  cost  of  such  overtime  upon  receipt  of  notice 
from  an  authorized  official  of  the  Department. 

The  term  "holiday"  as  used  in  t;he  preceding  pa ra.c?;raph  means 
specifically  New  Year's  Itey,  "Washington's  Birthday,  Memorial  De,y, 
Independence  Ifeiy,  Labor  Ifey,  Armistice  Dsyj  Thanksgiving  Day, 
Christmas,  or  the  days  legally  celebrated  in  lieu  of  such  national 
holidays,  or  na.tional  holidays  so  declared  by  Federal  law  or  Execu- 
tive order.     Sundays  and  holidays  shall  be  regarded  as  beginning 
and  ending  at  midnight. 

Secretary's  Memorandiim  No.  288,  dated  August  4,  1919,  and  Secretary's 
Memorandum  Kp,  489,  dated  June  IS,  1924,  are  hereby  superseded  and 
canceled. 

The  effective  date  of  this  memorandum . shall  be  July  1,  1943,
